PROTEST AGAINST THE I.EGAUTY AND VALIDITY OF 
THE LATE ELECTION IN TENNESSEE. 

By the operation of the rebellion, repubEcan gov¬ 
ernment was overthrown in Tennessee, both in fact 
and in contemplation of law. There was no civil 
government. Early In 1865, the Union people, 
with the sanction and under the direction of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln, President of the United States, took 
steps to reorganize government, inviting every 
white man in the State to participate. Among other 
things, they provided that the Legislature first to 
assemble under the restored government should 
Uave power to regulate the elective franchise and 
to limit the qualification of voters. This was done 
so as to confer the right of suffrage upon every 
who had participated in the restoration of the 
government, and upon all who were friendly to it.

■ On the 20th of May previous, a Convention was 
caEed at the Capitol by the Executive Committee 
of the Republican party, to nominate a candidate 
for Governor. Gov. Senter and Hon. Win. B. 
Stokes were rival aspirants for this nomination. 
It is asserted in behalf of the latter and not seri¬ 
ously denied by the former, that had tbe Conven¬ 
tion organized and proceeded to act, their choice 
would have fallen npon Mr. Stokes. But by riot¬ 
ous and turbulent conduct, reflecting the highest 
discredit upon the parties responsible for it, the 
Convention was broken up and dispersed without 
making a nomination. It is not proposed to fix 
the responsibility for these scandalous proceedings, 
nor to decide which of the aspirants had the supe¬ 
rior claims upon the support of the Republican 
part}-. Both had been greatly honored and trusted 
by their party, and both, self-impelled and stimu¬ 
lated by their respective adherents, became candi¬ 
dates without a nomination aud appealed to the 
party for support. At this time there was appar¬ 
ently no issue between them except mere personal 
merits and fitness for the responsible office to which 
they aspired. 

Early in the canvass Gov. Senter declared for 
universal suffrage, wliieh meant, in this case, the 
admission of the rebel population to the ballot- 
box. This he had a perfect right to do, and no 
complaint is made. Upon this issne he was likely 
to receive the entire Democratic vote of the State 
and not a few RepubUcans ; who thought the time 
had at length arrived when their personal safety 
no longer required the restrictions which a prudent 
regard to it alone had imposed. AE this was 
legitimate and fair, and could he have been elected 
all would have acquiesced in the result, however

But as the canvass proceeded, it became evident 
that the popular decision would be adverse to 
Gov.

Honest voters, especially the colored, were kept 
from the polls by intimidation, deception, breach 
of faith and otherwise, in great nnmbers. Votes 
were openly bought by bold, undisguised bribery. 
Not a few entitled, seeing the utterly fictitious 
character of the election, abstained from taking 
part in it. But these matters are not urged as 
vitiating the election. The polls might possibly be 
purged. It is the illegality of the whole affair that 
is urged upon the public attention—the violation 
not only of the statute law but of the Constitution 
itself. 

| The returns of the election, as made by the offi¬ 
cials who held it, demonstrate its true character. 
For Governor the vote stands, for Senter, 119,635, 
and for Stokes, 55,196. The vote for Grant was 
56,757, only 1,561 greater than the vote for Stokes. 
The vote for Seymour was 26,311, and for Etheridge | 
the year previous only 22.548. The whole vote 
polled iu the exciting contest of 1867 was 97,032, 
and in the Presidential election of 1868 it was 83,- 
From this the number of legal voters in the 
State ean readily be inferred. Whether the law 
restricting the suffrage of the State to this number 
right or not, wise or unwise, is not to the pur¬ 
pose. It was the law as clearly as any law in the 
State and as obligatory. Least of all was the Gov¬ 
ernor of the State, who had himself assisted to 
enact the law aud had assumed an oath to support- 
and execute it, at liberty to trample it under foot 
and set it at defiance. And it is clearly demons¬ 
trable that of the full number of legal votes in the 
State, the number Mr. Stokes is admitted to have 
received constitutes a clear majority. 

The same methods that it is claimed elected 
Governor Senter, in like manner elected the great 
majority of the Legislatare—indeed, with few ex¬ 
ceptions, the entire bpdy. It has been asserted, 
both in the State and out of it, that the Legislature- 
elect, though not Republicans, are not Democrats. 
That is merely to palter with the sense of words. 
If deep, bitter and protracted hostility to the Re¬ 
pubEcan party constitutes a Democrat, then 
these men Democrats ; if sympathy with and sup¬ 
port of the Administration of President Johnson 
as against Congress constitutes a Democrat, and in 
this State at least it certainly does, then are they 
Democrats; if to have supported MeCleEan against 
Lincoln iu 1864, and Seymour and Blair against 
Grant and Colfax in 1868, constitutes Democracy, 
then are they Democrats. If the avowals and 
claims of the Democratic Press throughout the 
State are to be taken as evidence there is no room 
for cavE, and they but stultify themselves who 
imagine or feign a poEtieal element in the State 
neither RepubEcan nor Democratic. 

The election, then, held without law—for it will 
be borne in mind that no attempt was made to ob¬ 
serve the old law, in force prior to the rebeUion— 
and held in open, undisguised violation of the law, 
is, in legal contemplation, simply nuE, invaEd, ob¬ 
ligatory upon nobody, giving legal authority to 
nobody.

It appears that Tom Tarpley, a colored boy, 
who has been sick with the chills and[fever all sum- 
sitting, on Saturday evening, in the door 
of Irving’s grocery, at Macon, and being annoyed 
by several mischievous-white lads, told them that if | 
they did not let him alone he would slap some of 
them over. It is represented to us that he did not 
strike them, bat the remark was taken as an insult 
to the whole white race, and on hearing of it two 
young bloods, named Boswell and Johnson, in a 
very high-toned and chivalrous maimer jumped 
upon th? weak and helpless black and beat him 
inhumanly. An old citizen, seeing the two brawny 
fellows beating one at their mercy on the ground, 
called npon the bystanders to put a stop to the 
outrage. The respouse was, 1 Oh, he’s only a nig¬ 
ger,’ and the old citizen told them to ‘ beat away 
then.’ 

“ Collins Tarpley, the brother of the colored man 
so cruelly beaten, was very naturally indignant, and 
probably used words which lie should not have 
used. The white bloods of the town declared the 
language was insufferable, and could be atoned for 
but by tbe blood of one of the brothers. On the 
Sabbath afternoon following, these fellows, armed | 
to the teeth, lay in wait for Collins Tarpley near 
tbe colored church in Macon. The blacks, seeing 
them, and instinctively suspecting their design, 
gathered about CoEins to escort him from the 
house. An nncle of CoEins timidly advised the 
latter to keep away from the crowd, and he left 
them to take liis course by himself. As soon as he 
did so the ruffians gathered around him and de¬ 
manded his pistol. As he was turning his head to 
draw it from the scabbard to hand to them, young 
Boswell, whose brother had beaten Tom Tarpley 
the previous evening, deUberately shot him in

THE INDIANS COMING IN CRYING FOR PEACE—S 
PLAIN TALK ON THE qUAKER POLICY AND THE 
INDIAN QUESTION. 


Shreveport, La., Sept IsL—Intelligence has 
just been received here of a desperate fight near 
San Patricio, Texas, between a small squad of 
United States troops and a band of the reckless 
outlaws who roam at pleasure over Texas, aud 
commit murders aud outrages almost daily. On 
this occasion the troops were out to arrest some of 
the outlaws. They made a determined resistance, 
and a lively fight ensued. The troops finally got 
the best of the villains, but only after killing four 
of them and wounding several others. One sol¬ 
dier was killed and a number wounded. The con¬ 
dition of affaire in the thinly-settled portions of 
Texas is very bad, aiid not a day passes without 
some outrage from these gangs of banditti

The officers 
accompanied them to the homes of young Johnson 
and Boswell, but neither could be found. Threats 
of violence were undoubtedly made by some of the 
exasperated crowd. Some set fire to the gin of j 
Mr. Johnson, but others of the crowd put the fire 
out. The orderly element prevented any serious 
injury beiug done. They then returned to town. 
No pickets were placed on the roads, as alleged. 
The dead body lay in one of the roads, and they 
would allow no teams to pass until the jury of in¬ 
quest was held, as they could easily pass by other 
roads. The guards watched the body during Sun¬ 
day night. 

“On Monday morning an immense throng of j 
blacks returned to the town. The body was taken 
into Mr. Owen’s lot, and Deputy Sheriff Bell ar¬ 
rived from Somerville to hold an inquest. As the 
inquest was being held the blacks insisted npon be¬ 
ing allowed to look on. They were ordered ont, 
and some little ill-feeling was occasioned, when the 
Deputy Sheriff jumped upon a horse *and rode out 
of town. It seems that the whites had at that time 
pickets on the different roads to prevent the blacks 
from going into town. It is supposed ’that the 
Sheriff gathered up some of these pickets. At any 
rate, he soon made his appearance at the head of a 
squad of seventeen or eighteen mounted men. 
They are represented as charging with drawn pis¬ 
tols upon the blaeks, men, women and children, and 
when the colored people ran from them they cried 
‘ Halt! ’ and commenced firing upon the crowd. 

“ The colored men then returned the fire. Four 
whites were wounded, and two or three blacks, 
but none on either side killed. The blacks as soon 


much faith in the Quakers if they can only control] 
the matter. 

The trouble out here is that the Indians have 
been swindled so often, and so persistently, that 
they have lost faith in everybody. Stealing from 
Indians or swindling them, has been, regarded 
an honest employment. It has not been a question 
whether the Indians should be swindled or not; all 
are agreed as to that; but, who should have the 
spoils ! Millions have been appropriated to feed, 
clothe, and seenre peace. It is a fair estimate 
that three-fourths of all this money has gone into 
the hands of swindling officers and contractors. 
The result is a breach of faith with the Indians. 
They did not, and conld not be made to understand 
why every promise made them was not redeemed. 
With large perceptive organs, small reasoning 
and intellectual, they saw at once they were 
swindled, without being able to comprehend the 
reason why ? 

The treaty, for instance, with the Cheyennes, 
called for a certain amount of flour; the contractor 
undertook to substitute musty meaL The Indians 
were outraged, and the whole tribe took the war 
path. The cries of women and children in Kansas 
and Texas, and the loss of many lives has been the 
result. God grant that the Quakers may be able 
to get the confidence of the Indians, and if they 
make no promises but what they ean fulfill, I 
sure they will succeed. 

I know some of the Quaker agents. I lived 
beside Reuben L. Roberts, one of them, in Ohio, 
for years. He is incapable of a dishonest act, and 
just the man to restore confidence among the 
Indians. The two Stanleys, of Kansas, are also 
honest men, and, if supported as they should be. 
will in time, I hope, convince the “red man” that 
honor has not become extinct in the white race. 

Whether the Quakers succeed or not, the army 
here is a nuisance. The Indians seem to delight 
in playing around it. The army is impotent, as 


DESPERATE EIGHT IN TEXAS. 


THE MASKED REBELS IN TENNESSEE. 


Recekx Ku-Klux outrages in Rutherford County, 
Tenn., have so terrified the negro population that 
they have flocked to Nashville by the hundred, 
leaving the farms which they have been working 
on share destitute of laborers at a very critical time. 
Tbe planters themselves are much troubled, and 
feel the necessity of putting an end to the violence 
and the fright Three negroes at least have been 
murdered, and several others whipped by men in 
disguise. A school-house has also been horned. 
The Nashville Press of Monday has the following: 

For the past ten days mounted men in disguise 
have been riding through the country, taking 
negroes out of their beds and whipping them most 
cruelly. They have also been taking away their 
guns and pistols; and, in several instances, have 
warned negroes to leave the country. The alleged 
provocation for this conduct is that some negroes 
carried guns and pistols to the polls at the recent 
election, and behaved in a disorderly manner. The 
negroes allege, on the other hand, that they carried 
arms in self-defense. The following is a copy of a 
notice which was thrust under the cabin door of 
one of the negroes. The note is in neat and un¬ 
disguised handwriting: 


Smon Haines -. As we love peace and harmony, 
we advise you to leave these parts as soon as 
possible. We give you ample time to settle up 
your business. (Our time is six days). 

Lovers of Peace and Harmony, 1,000 Strong.

Similiar warnings have been left at the doors of 
several others. Other negroes who have been 
hiding in the woods have been warned to return to 
their work immediately. There are now in Nash¬ 
ville between 75 and 100 negro men, who have, as 
they assert, fled for their lives, leaving their fami¬ 
lies behind them. The fugitives were coming in 
squads on foot at intervals during Sunday. If this 
exodus continues, the effect upon the cotton crop 
will be most disastrous to the planters, who will be 
utterly unable to gather one-tenth of their cotton, 
while the negro laborers will be deprived of the 
fruits of six months ’ hard work. All the fugitives, 
nearly, report that they are raising cotton on shares. 
The following statement will give an idea of the 
estimated quantity of cotton now growing and 
owned by the negroes in one neighborhood : No 1
